The heavy gale from the west loosened 
the great sheet of ice in the bay , and be­ 
fore the hundreds of flehermen, who were 
busily ply ing their occupation upon it, 
were aware a vast expanse of fiercely roll- 
ing water separated them from the shore. 
The weather was intensely cold and the 
wind, which at times reached the violence 
of a hurricane, cut the face like a whip 
and chilled the blood in the veins. The 
men who were on the moving raft of ice 
jeemed doomed to certain death. 
Few 
could endure the fearful cold of the night, 
md tne floating field forced onward by 
the beating wind could not long with 
stand the growing might of the heavy 
seas. 
E ffort* a t R escue. 
When the cry was raised that the ice 
had parted from the shore and had carried 
its freight of hardy lives out into the 
stormy lake, the greatest fear was ex­ 
cited. and it was thought that few, if any , 
of the castaway s would ever be seen again. 
At once efforts were made to locate the 
men on their unsafe craft, but from no 
point could it be seen. A great sea of 
stormy water stretched outward, and the 
hope that the men could be rescued grew 
fainter. 
Relief parties went along the 
shore and preparations were made to send 
out tugs, though the peril of facing the 
rising waves was enough to appall the 
bravest.

W b a* Star Ph o to g rap h s B eissL 
Perhaps the most notable o f these celes­ 
tial photographs, in the direct light that 
it throws upon the nebular hypothesis, is 
Mr. Roberts' already famous picture of 
the Andromeda nebula. 
Nobody can 
look upon the vast nebulous spirals that 
this photograph reveals, surrounding a 
great central condensation, and showing 
here and there a brighter knot where a 
satellite of the huge focal mass is in pro­ 
cess of formation, without fofimg that 
Laplace au l Kant were not very far 
astray in their guess as to the mode of 
formation of the solar system. 
But although stars in abundance are 
scattered over and around the Andro­ 
meda nebula, there is little in their ap­ 
pearance to suggest a connection be­ 
tween them and the nebula. It is differ­ 
ent with the nebulae in the Pleiades and 
in Onon. In the wonderful photographs 
of the Pleiades by the Henry brothers, 
of Paris, one not only sees masses of 
nebulous matter clinging, so to speak, 
to some of the more conspicuous stars, 
but in one place a long, straight, narrow 
strip of nebula has stars dotted along its 
whole length, like diamonds strung upon 
a ribbon. 
It becomes more difficult to resist the 
conclusion that in this strange nebulous 
streak, with its starry file, we possess an 
indication of the mode of origin of the 
many curious streams and chains of 
stars with which the heavens abound 
when we look at another amazing reve 
lation of celestial photography.

to Professor Pickering’s photograph of 
Orion, taken with a portrait lens from a 
mountain in southe rn California.—Gar 
rett P. Serviss in Popular Science.

Sev­ 
ern; cases in which lives have been lost 
and where otheuH have gone through in­ 
tense suffering have been known, and 
many have learned by experience that it 
pay s to be ever on the lookout for this 
dang< r. 
Consequently the city was full 
of horror Monday when it became known 
that the ice had broken up on the bay , and 
the loss of many lives was feared. 
T he U rea k in g o f the lee. 
This winter a majority of the fishermen 
erected their shanties on tjie east shore of 
the bay at a point about fifteen miles from 
the city . 
J he village had reached consid­ 
erable proportions, numbering over a bun­ 
dled homes, with a population of nearly 
twice that number. A t 6:80 Monday night, 
the wind blowing a gale, say s Mr. B ur­ 
nette, who arrived here y esterday and 
gave an account of the occurrence, a gen­ 
tle movement of the ice was noticed, and a 
number of the older and more experienced 
men abandoned their shanties and started 
for the shore. 
The ice soon broke up into 
huge floes, and these with their living 
ft\ ,ght were sent rapidly out to sea. 
For 
t .ree long hours Mr. Burnette and four­ 
teen companions and a horse were driven 
about on a fioe of ice entirely at the mercy 
of the wind. 
T hr F lo e R eg ius It le a k in g . 
They then stopped for half an hour, 
during which time ti.e wind changed to 
the west, and they began to move toward 
the shore. By this time the wind was 
blowing a perfect hurricane. The fioe on 
which the little party was located struck 
another one and liegan breaking, the ice 
piling up and in places reaching a height 
of twenty to thirty feet. The men were 
ail crowded into one large shanty , the 
only one left standing on the ice, where 
they remained until morning. 
R e a che d S hore in S afety . 
They then started for shore, which ap­ 
peared to l» e five or six miles distant. 
They had gone about two miles when the 
horse, which was ahead, broke through 
the ice and was extricated with difficulty , 
hearing that the ice in the direction iu 
which they were traveling was unsafe 
they started in the direction of Big creek, 
where they ¡it, last reached solid ice and 
where they found about forty shanties 
which had been located closer to the store 
and escaped the general destruction of the 
night before.

A number of narrow escapes were re­ 
corded, but Mr. Burnette thought that all 
of tin* inhabitants of the village had suc­ 
ceeded in reaching the shore.
